Mr. Cunning- } 
ham also reports that it will be neces- 
sary in the near future to consider a| 
program of development in canals 5 | 
with transportation’ facilities in the | 
city and other means of transporta- | 
tion, such as bus services, may be re- 
quired to serve certain of the growing 
districts, 

Mr, Cunningham points out that no | 
street cars have been purchased since | 
1913 and many of the cars are now) 
20 years old and out of date, During 
1928, 13 cars were rebuilt and painted, 
but present facilities will not allow 
all cars to be rehabilitated in any one 
year. Consequently, until the railway 
is in a position to finance an exten- 
sion to the shops, it will be a matter 
of some years before all the cars will 
be rebuilt and repainted, he states, 

Best Year Yet 

The street railway had its most suc- 
cessful year in history in 1928, show- 
ing a surplus for the first time since 
operation was commenced, according 
to Mr. Cunningham, After paying all 
capital and operating charges and pro- 
viding a $40,000 fund for renewals and 
reserve, a surplus of $2,189.93 was 
shewn, The gross revenue was $801,- 
241.04. 

At present the rolling stock of the 
radial railway consists of 72 passen- 
ger cars, three sweepers and _ four 
work cars. The trackage consists of 
28 miles of single paved _ track, 
24,901 miles of double paved track, 
13,176 miles of single ballasted track, 
and 7.643 miles of double ballasted 
track, a total of 56 miles,
